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Letter From the Regent 


S I BEGIN THIS LETTER FROM 

my desk at Mount Vernon, 

winter has taken hold, wrap- 
ping the home of our first president in a 
snowy blanket. Looks can be deceiving, 
however, as beneath this frosty cover is 
a bustle of activity. Our historic preser- 
vation and collections staff is working 
diligently in the Mansion—discovering, 
analyzing, preserving, and meeting the 
demands of a 288-year-old house. 

Spring is not far behind; the burst of 

a new season ready once again to bring 
the story of George Washington and his 
beloved home to life. There are gardens 
to be planted, lambs to be born, the shad 
running on the Potomac, and nature 
signaling warmer days ahead. 


For 164 continuous years, the Mount 
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Vernon Ladies’ Association (MVLA) has 
owned and managed the home of George 
Washington. In October 2021, I was 
honored to be elected the 23rd Regent of 
the Mount Vernon Ladies’ Association. 
The influence and accomplishment of 
the Regents who served before me are 
indelible, and their contributions to the 
Association are the long-guiding thread 
of our mission. As George Washington 
once rightly said, “If we cannot find 
wisdom from experience, it is hard to say 
where it is to be found.” 

The past two years have been a trying 
period for Mount Vernon, as they have 
been for the rest of the world. Under the 
leadership of our 22nd Regent, Sarah 
Miller Coulson, in partnership with 
Doug Bradburn, President and CEO, the 
thoughtful guidance of our Vice Regents, 
and the steadfast dedication of the staff, 
we have navigated the ongoing pandemic 
through the year 2021 stronger than ever. 

The MVLA does not accept gov- 
ernment funding. Each year, we raise 
the funds needed to protect George 
Washington’s home and support our 
national education efforts through ticket 
sales and food and retail operations, and 
with the financial support of our mem- 
bers and donors. We set a conservative 
budget in 2021, unsure of Americans’ 
willingness and ability to travel amid the 
COVID-19 pandemic. I am delighted to 
report that we exceeded our budgeted 
visitation numbers for the year by 18 
percent and our membership base has 
grown by 30 percent. We are optimistic, 
albeit cautiously, that our visitors are 
returning. 

Mount Vernon’s education mission 
has also seen great advances over the last 


year. We are now reaching more teachers 
than ever through our George Washing- 
ton Teacher Institute. This year, we once 
again welcomed teachers back on-site 
for immersive, professional development 
courses, and we are increasingly reaching 
even more teachers digitally through our 
virtual programming. The teachers are 
bringing these lessons back with them 

to their school districts and classrooms, 
impacting hundreds of thousands of 
students across the country. 

In November, the Mount Vernon 
Ladies’ Association launched the public 
phase of its most ambitious fundraising 
campaign to date: Strengthening Our 
Foundations: The Campaign for Mount 
Vernon. This multiyear effort to raise 
$150 million will achieve several goals 
centered on all aspects of our mission— 
preserving the Mansion and historic 
structures, teaching America’s story, and 
building our endowment to ensure the 
foundation of Mount Vernon is secure for 
generations to come. 

Since the purchase of Mount Vernon 
in 1858, the MVLA has been a steady 
hand, adhering to the highest standards 
in preservation, education, and sound 
fiscal stewardship. The love for Wash- 
ington’s home and legacy will always be 
an influence for unity and for strength in 
our country. I extend a sincere thank-you 
for your commitment to our mission. Our 
work would not be possible without your 
unwavering support and partnership.

Letter From the President 


WO THOUSAND TWENTY-ONE 

was yet another challenging 

year for our nation and nations 
around the world. The rise of misinfor- 
mation, and sometimes stifling polar- 
ization, has created an environment 
that challenges our public institutions 
and tests our democratic systems of 
government. There has perhaps never 
been a time in our nation’s history when 
the lessons of George Washington were 
more needed than they are right now. 
Washington’s leadership skills stand 
the test of time. He was a great listener 
and an avid reader, seeking counsel and 
information from people with opposing 
views, and making command decisions 
based on what was right for the country. 
He was entrusted with ensuring that 
our fragile democracy would survive, 
and he did so by putting its citizens 
above his own interests, resigning from 
public service not once but twice to 
ensure a peaceful transition of power. 
He was also a man who learned from 
his mistakes and experiences, and who 
allowed his views to change when the 
course needed correction. 

He, like all of us, was not perfect, 
but his virtues are still worthy to strive 
for today. The values that we share as 
Americans can be explored in the stories 
we tell about his singular leadership, 
perseverance, vision, and character.

Our visitation 
is rebounding, and the team has 
handled our reopening with the 
utmost regard to visitor safety. We 
have brought home more than 100 
original Washington and Custis 
objects into the collection, including 
the most significant collection of 
George and Martha Washington 
objects in more than one hundred 
years, thanks to the generosity of 
our donors and Board. In addition, 
our fundraising and membership 
numbers have never been stronger. 

As an institution that accepts no 
government funds, the past two 
years have been difficult. We had 
to reduce our expenses and defer 
important preservation and infra- 
structure projects. But the outlook 
for our institution is strong. This 
fall, we launched the public phase of 
our multiyear fundraising campaign, 
Strengthening Our Foundations: The 
Campaign for Mount Vernon. I am 
happy to report that, through the 
generosity of supporters like you, 
we raised nearly $100 million of 
our $150 million goal by the close 
of 2021. This campaign will be 
transformational for the institution, 
enabling us to broaden our educa- 
tional mission with all-new exhibits, 
increase our endowment to ensure 
our institution can financially 
weather future disasters, and ensure 
that Mount Vernon remains a leader 
in preservation as we secure these 
priceless buildings and landscapes 
for future generations.

ATE IN 2020, THE MOUNT 

Vernon Ladies’ Association 

was afforded an extraordinary 
opportunity to purchase the largest 
collection of George and Martha 
Washington-owned objects remaining 
in private hands. At a trying moment, 
many of Mount Vernon’s closest friends 
rallied together to secure this landmark 
acquisition. We are pleased to recognize 
the generous supporters to this fundrais- 
ing effort, concluded in 2021. 

As highlighted below, the nearly 
100 objects in this collection represent a 
remarkable array of treasured posses- 
sions, from jewelry and clothing to pres- 
idential porcelains and fragile glassware. 
The assemblage comes to Mount Vernon 
with impeccable provenance, descend- 
ing to the seller through the Peter 
family of Tudor Place in Georgetown. 
Martha Parke Custis Peter, Martha 
Washington’s granddaughter, and her 
husband, Thomas Peter, acquired most 
of the objects either as gifts from the 
Washingtons or at a series of sales after 
Mrs. Washington’s death. 
Headlining the collection is 

the gold and enamel watch with 
diamond-embedded hands ordered 
from London for Mrs. Washington 
in 1785, a piece passed down to Peter 
family brides on their wedding days. A 
porcelain plaque with a bust of George 
Washington surrounded by delicate 
flowers was presented to the president 
during his 1791 Southern Tour. A silver 
and coral baby rattle that Martha 
Washington gave her great-grandchild 
Martha Eliza Eleanor Peter in 1796 
is a charming reminder of the many 
children who graced the Washingtons’ 
lives. The assemblage includes clothing 


worn by Martha Washington, a rare 
group of kitchen objects used at Mount 
Vernon, and much more. 

Viewed as a whole, the Peter Family 
Collection stands out among the most 
important acquisitions made since 
the Association embarked on its quest 
to bring home original Washington 
objects. Numerous items are featured in 
the recently opened exhibition, Mount 
Vernon: The Story of an American Icon, 
and they are certain to enhance our 
understanding of the Washingtons and 
their families for generations to come.

MANSION RESTORATION 


In 2021, the architecture team 


completed paint removal, repairs, 
documentation, painting, and 
sand-casting of the Mansion’s 
north and south ends—the second 
phase of a three-phase project. 

On both ends, the team found 
samples of original paint, further 
corroborating the stone color of 
the original exterior. In addition, 
the south end restoration revealed 
evidence that the two windows of 
the Washingtons’ bedchamber had 
been raised slightly when Bushrod 
Washington added a two-story 
porch in the early 19th century; 
these were carefully restored 

and returned to their original 
locations, complete with precise 
reproductions of the original 
wooden sash pullies. 
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COW HOUSE 

The replica “cow house” (left) on 
the pasture west of the bowling 
green now sports a handsome 
thatched roof, as specified by 
George Washington “for the 
cover of my cattle” in 1796. We 
are grateful for the anonymous 
donation that supported the 
restoration of this outbuilding 
to an authentic 18th-century 
appearance

WHAT LIES BENEATH ... 


A generous donation from Perfecta enabled Mount Vernon to 
acquire a ground penetrating radar unit (GPR), a digital technology 
that allows archaeologists to “see” sub-surface features without 
disturbing them. Initial GPR surveys have revealed a wealth of new 
information about the cultural landscape—including an extensive 
network of drains that conveyed rainwater from the Mansion 
downspouts to the dung repository, ingeniously supporting the 
production of compost. Notable findings of in-ground surveys 
include a 1775 George III half-penny and a fragmentary 1713 John 
Custis wine seal—presumably from a bottle brought here by Martha 
Dandridge Custis when she arrived as a bride in 1759. 
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Slavery at George Washington’s 
Mount Vernon, (right) completed 
its five-year run in July, with 
more than 677,000 visitors. Its 
impact continues, with ongoing 
staff consultations on slavery 
interpretation at dozens of 
historical sites and museums 
nationally and internationally.

Lessons From Washington’s 
Civic Leadership

* Mount Vernon provided 
steady support for strong and renewed 
civic education initiatives to ensure 
George Washington is a part of civil 
discussions in classrooms everywhere. 
We have been able to help teachers and 
scholars use history and the legacy of 
George Washington to make sense of the 
civic landscape they navigate with their 
students and with the public. 

For one of our initiatives, we focus 
our work within the Commonwealth of 
Virginia, serving as the lead institution 
among four partners contributing to 
the Department of State’s Declaration 
of Learning program. As the hosting 
site in 2021, Mount Vernon used its 
remarkable material culture collection 
as a tool for instructing civics alongside 
the Chrysler Museum of Art, the 
American Civil War Museum, and 
the Virginia Museum of History and 
Culture. With this collaboration, we 
merged the best of our traditional 
teacher professional development 
program with an interdisciplinary 
approach across the state with 
librarians, art teachers—and, of course, 
history educators! While most of our 
teacher programs are national, this 
one helped us focus development with 
Virginia teachers, not just in our region, 
but throughout all corners of George 
Washington’s home state. Mount 
Vernon’s participation was generously 
supported by the William R. Kenan, Jr. 
Charitable Trust and the Challenge 
Foundation. 
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Our work was not limited to 
the local neighborhood. We retooled 
our Life Guard Teacher Fellowship 
program to center the teacher-created 
materials on George Washington’s civic 
contributions. Working closely with the 
nonpartisan initiative Engaging Ameri- 
can Democracy, each fellow collaborat- 
ed with our primary sources to create 
teaching materials for all grades. Each 
of the nine lessons co-created by these 
five fellows elevated the leadership con- 
tributions of George Washington, with 
inspiration for students to engage in 
the complexities of our nation’s history. 
Topics included forming the cabinet, 
Washington’s character strengths and 
his decision to become a patriot, memo- 
rializing Washington, Native American 
policy, Washington as a slave owner, and 
the legacy of the Mount Vernon Ladies’ 
Association. Each resource provided 
both primary sources and contextual 
timelines so that students have tools to 
form their arguments through inquiry 
about Washington’s leadership. 

After a quick pivot in 2020 to 
support virtual classrooms, our digital 
distance learning program and resourc- 
es associated with the Be Washington 
interactive game continue to grow 
in popularity and relevance to civics 
and history classrooms. The Whiskey 
Rebellion scenario remains our most 
popular, one easily adapted to civic 
discussions in the classroom as it deftly 
(with historical context) introduces 
the careful balance that must be struck 
between national and state govern- 
ments to achieve the artful balance of 


federalism. It is just one example of an 
issue critical to George Washington that 
continues to challenge political leaders 
today. 

We are also closely attuned to the 
latest scholarship among educators 
about civic education—what works, what 
doesn’t, and what we’re learning about 
effective civics instruction in the 21st 
century. Our annual Founding Debates 


event in September included a panel 

of some of the world’s leading scholars 
on the subject of civic education, as the 
Washington Library at Mount Vernon 
helped continue the exploration of how 
we can better fulfill our educational 
mission. In so many ways, Mount Vernon 
remains committed to teaching Ameri- 
cans about our civic order and the rights 
and responsibilities of citizenship.

A Reason to Return 


| OR MANY GUESTS, A VISIT TO 

Mount Vernon is a once-in-a- 

lifetime experience, and we are 
honored to be part of that monumental 
moment in their lives. Mount Vernon, 
however, can also be a place to enjoy 
on multiple visits. In 2021, we changed 
the visitor experience to showcase the 
breadth of its offerings and demonstrate 
that one visit is not enough. 

Two significant changes that 
impacted every visitor to Mount Vernon 
were the inclusion of free audio tours 
with admission and the introduction of a 
“Grounds Ticket.” The audio tour, which 
includes hours of content, uses handheld 
devices available in the Ford Orientation 
Center and is updated with seasonal con- 
tent, such as the “Aladdin stop,” which 
was available after the arrival of our 
camel in November. Audio tour content is 
also available on Mount Vernon’s mobile 
website, which has built-in accessibility 
features, like text transcription for each 
stop, ensuring greater access to learning 
opportunities for every user. Our second 
major change, the Grounds Ticket, is 
for guests who may not feel the need to 
take a tour of the Mansion on every visit. 
Both of these changes allowed us to reach 
visitors in new ways that highlighted 
the many compelling reasons to visit 
Mount Vernon beyond a tour of its most 
visible icon. 

Another exciting change in 2021 
was introducing a new orientation film 
that outlines the breadth of opportu- 
nities available during a visit to Mount 
Vernon. This nine-minute film, which 
plays on a continuous loop in the Ford 
Orientation Center’s Eagles Theater, 


uses artwork from the Orientation 

Map to ensure visitors leave with the 
confidence to explore our expansive 
grounds on their own. The film introduc- 
es viewers to activities on the Farm and 
Wharf, the unique nature of our gardens, 
and the multitude of stories told in the 
Museum. These highlights illustrate the 
one-of-a-kind nature of our site’s rich 
history, inspire visitors with a sense of 
exploration, and provide many reasons 
to return. The film was generously 
sponsored by Lynn and Scott Molitor. 

Washington’s Distillery & Gristmill, 
in addition to being open on weekends 
from April to October, offered a new 
whiskey tasting experience on select 
days that met with great success. Nearly 
every ticket sold out for this in-demand 
public program, which inspired more 
than one participant to bring a bottle 
or two (or three!) home and increase 
on-site whiskey sales. 

Along with our tremendously 
successful annual, family-friendly 
daytime special events, including the 
4th of July, Revolutionary War Days, and 
Colonial Market and Fair, we added four 
Family Days to highlight different Mount 
Vernon themes that young people and 
the adults in their lives could explore 
together. Families learned about animals, 
the arts, archaeology, and holidays 
through special programming elements 
that included movement, interpretation, 
and extended learning opportunities 
at home. Specialty tours such as a 
“Founding Flowers,” “Hamilton the 
Musical at Mount Vernon,’ and a VIP 
experience offering behind-the-scenes 
access offered visitors opportunities for 


amore in-depth look at different aspects 
of Mount Vernon. 

The final significant change of 2021 
was the well-earned shift to emeritus 
status for our longtime interpreters of 
George and Martha Washington, who 
brought their insightful and inspiring 
portrayals of the founding couple to life 
for more than 30 years. The departure 
of Dean Malissa and Mary Wiseman 
(who will still reprise their roles on 
occasion) brought about the exciting 
announcement and introduction of 
Dan Shippey and Elizabeth Keaney as 
our new Washingtons. Their inviting 
and resonant portrayals of George and 
Martha Washington during the Revolu- 
tionary War years provide visitors with 
critical new ways to connect with the 
first couple.

Pivoting to a Digital Strategy 


OUNT VERNON IS COMMITTED TO FINDING WAYS 
to inform and inspire people with a richer 
understanding of our nation’s past. The unique 
challenges that began in March 2020 and continued through 
2021 required us to adapt our approach to public events, but the 
results exceeded our every expectation. 
The investments in digital education across the past 
eight years continued to produce results. Members of Mount 
Vernon’s team from the Washington Library, the Learning 


Department, and the Media and Communications Department 
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worked together to create informative programs, livestream 
them across multiple platforms, and archive them so that they 
could be watched later by thousands more. 

Because of our online platforms, Mount Vernon now 
regularly reaches more people digitally than could possibly be 
accommodated on-site. This audience that stretches across the 
nation—and often the world—can also participate by asking 
questions of historians as they are being interviewed by Mount 
Vernon’s own scholars. 


Nonetheless, Mount Vernon moved cautiously but deter- 


minedly to return to hosting on-site, in-person events. In July 
2021, author David O. Stewart came to the Smith Auditorium 
to offer our first in-person book talk in more than a year. 
Thanks to the lessons learned during that previous year, a 
national audience was able to virtually attend his discussion 
of the political education of George Washington, owing to a 
simultaneous livestream. This new, hybrid approach to events 
will be transformative for Mount Vernon’s ability to meet its 
educational mission in the years ahead. Through the second 
half of 2021, we hosted monthly author interviews, our annual 
Founding Debates event, and our fall George Washington 
Symposium at Mount Vernon. 

In our efforts to reach teachers and students, the digital 
shift needed in 2020 led us to a broader reach nationwide in 
this arena that we are excited to continue. The Residential 
Teacher Program stayed digital for the summer, and we 
welcomed 150 new teachers into our alumni cohort, who have 
already reached an additional 400 teachers in their commu- 
nities and school districts with a professional development 
session of their own. While we were so pleased to return to 
on-site teacher programming in the fall of 2021, we plan to 
continue doing digital programs in 2022 as well. 

Our digital reach to students continues to grow. In 
coordination with the Oklahoma Foundation for Excellence, 
we reached thousands of fifth grade students in that state 
with two “one-to-many” sessions during their virtual colonial 
days. Our digital learning programs reached even more stu- 
dents through dedicated one-to-one classroom sessions that 
included tours through the Mansion and grounds (virtually), 
facilitated Be Washington experiences, and a deep dive into 
primary sources to help students explore the complex world 
of slavery in the 18th century. More than 2,500 students were 
able to “visit” Mount Vernon in this way in a year when field 
trips and travel proved more daunting than usual. California 
was the state with the most students served with this 
program, with just under 500 students attending through 17 
different virtual tours. Whether on the estate or streaming 
directly to our audience around the nation and world, Mount 
Vernon’s ability to meet our educational mission to teach 
about the life, leadership, and legacy of George Washington 
has never been stronger.

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Farewell Address 


To The Council of the Mount Vernon Ladies’ Association of June, 1874: 


LADIES: 

It was my intention as well as my duty to have met you at this time, and conformed in person to the legal requisition 
accompanying a resignation so important as mine, but Providence does not permit. 

I am at present not only unequal to such a journey, but the serious state of my health requires me, instead of turning 
my face towards the “spot” for which, since 1853, I have lived, labored and almost died, to seek the best medical skill, with 
the hope of prolonging, if possible, a life yet needed to finish what I began so many long years ago. One more duty is before 
me—one I regard as important—though circumstances have combined to make it now a very sad one. 

It would have been a pleasure to have met, once more, those who have labored with me in our vineyard from the “early 
hour,” though now their numbers are so few; those who appreciated my work; its motives, its sacrifices; whether they were 
of the “early” or “eleventh” hour sister laborers; and to have taken a kindly farewell of all whose hearts have been, like my 
own, single unto their patriotic work—but it is not to be. 

I will not yet, however, utterly resign the hope that I may be permitted to reappear among you some day, with my last 
self-imposed task performed; ready to say, “Now let thy servant depart in peace.” 

But in parting, I feel it due to you as to me; to the responsibilities I solemnly assumed, which were so important in 
their results; to those you have taken upon yourselves, to say a few words as to those responsibilities, or duties laid down 
in the beginning of our work—not to be lightly regarded, for they were pledges to future generations as well as to ours. The 
minds and hearts which conceived the rescue of the Home of Washington; of the completion of a worthy “tribute” to public 
integrity, private virtue; an expression of the gratitude due and felt by a country destined to act such an important part 
in the drama of the world; conceived it with all the reverence felt in older regions for the resting places of their honored 
dead; where only pious hands are permitted to be in “charge,” so as to have them carried down to admiring ages in the same 
condition as when left. 

Such was the pledge made to the American heart when an appeal was made to it to save the Home and Tomb of 
Washington, of the Father of his Country, from all changes, whether by law or desecration. Such, to the last owner of Mt. 
Vernon, ere he was willing to permit it to pass from his hands. Such to the Legislature of his mother State, ere she gave us 
legal rights over it. Such we are bound to keep. Our honor is concerned, as well as our intelligence and legal obligations. 
The mansion, and the grounds around it, should be religiously guarded from changes—should be kept as Washington left 
them. 

Ladies, the Home of Washington is in your charge. See to it that you keep it the Home of Washington! Let no 
irreverent hand change it; no vandal hands desecrate with the fingers of—progress! Those who go to the Home in which he 
lived and died, wish to see in what he lived and died! Let one spot in this grand country of ours be saved from “change!” 
Upon you rests this duty. 

When the Centennial comes, bringing with it its thousands from the ends of the earth, to whom the Home of Washing- 
ton will be the place of places in our country, let them see that, though we slay our forests, remove our dead, pull down our 
churches, remove from home to home till the “hearthstone” seems to have no resting place in America; let them see that we 
do know how to care for the Home of our Hero! Farewell! 

Ladies, I return to your hands the office held—so long under another name—since December 2d, 1853.
